Nazis Stronger Than in 
1939, Japan Well-En- 
trenched — ‘Victory 
May Escape Us If We 
Relax in Production.’ 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12 (AP).— 
Army intelligence, whose business 
it is to get all the information ob- 
tainable about the enemy, today 
blueprinted for congressional ex- 
amination the reasons why many 
military authorities do not share 
recent public optimism over pros- 
pects for winding up the war in a 
hurry. 

Maj. Gen. George V. Strong, act- 
ing chief of the military intel- 


ligence division, after an exhaus- 
tive review of what the United 
Nations are still up against, made 
this grave observation: 

“Our main advantage in the 
struggle is our ability to produce 
weapons, If, through unwillingness 
to face facts, we give up ad- 
vantage, if through over-o - 
we slow down production and re- 
lax our efforts, we may find thet 
our opportunity for victory has 
escaped us permanently.”

PEARL HARBOR, T. H., Nov. 
12 (AP).—Uncle Sam is prepared 
to slice himself a Thanksgiving 
feast from the Japanese defense 
perimeter. 

That is the definite conclusion 
drawn here from the Armistice 
day address of Adm. Chester W. 
Nimitz, commander-in-chief of the 
Pacific fleet, who last night told 
a nationwide radio audience: 
“Our jtime has come to attack. 
.. « Henceforth we prupose to give 
the Jap no rest. All hands in 
the Pacific .. . share this resolve. 
. « « We have no illusions about 
the opposition we will encounter 
or the losses we must endure....

LONDON, Nov. 12 (AP).—Cairo 
dispatches said the recently elect- 
ed Lebanese Parliament was dis- 
solved today by proclamation of 
French Commissioner Jean Helleu, 
amid a mounting storm of protest 
against his action in dismissing 
and arresting high officials of the 
small Eastern Mediterranean re- 
public. 

The British Government, acting 
after reports of shootings and 
other violence in the Arab state, 
informed the French Committee of 
National Liberation at Algiers that 
it would not permit disorders in 
the Lebanon area, and protested 
strongly against the arrest of the 
Lebanese Premier, President and 
other Government leaders. Offi- 
cial informants said the action of 
Helleu, the French committee’s 
agent in the Levant, was taken 
without consultation with, or noti- 
fication to, the British authorities. 
The Cairo dispatches said the Brit- 
ish Minister, Sir Edward Spears, 
also had lodged objections with 
Helleu. 

Egypt also lodged a protest in 
strong terms with the French com- 
mittee in which Prtmier Mustapha 
Nahas Pasha declared that unless 
French policy was “re-established 
logically” Egypt “would be bound 
to consider her position vis-a-vis 
France in the light of events.” 


The Admiral, in his boldest dec- 
laration of the war, almost called 
his next shot.

“Our northern flank in the 
Aleutians has been secured, In 
the South and Southwest Pacific 
intensified attacks by all forces 
have placed the Jap in a precari- 
ous position.

TOJO CALLS FOR FULL 
MOBILIZATION TO MEET 
‘SERIOUS WAR THREAT’ 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12 (AP). 

REMIER HIDEKI TOJO 
P warned his home front in 

a broadcast yesterday that 
Japan required full mobiliza- 
tion of its people to cope with 
a “serious war situation.” 

In ‘a speech transmitted by 
the Tokyo radio and recorded 
here, Tojo explained the ne- 
cessity for the launching of a 
women’s mobilization program 
and said that “no matter what 
happens, the people must fight 
until this war is won.” 

His speech followed issuance 
of an imperial) rescript by 
Emperor Hirohito calling on 
“members of the naval forces” 
to increase their efforts be- 
cause the war situation in the 
Solomons area had “increased 
in its intensity.” This decree 
was issued after the Emperor 
had received Adm. Mineichi 
‘Koga, commander-in-chief of 
the Japanese Navy, the Tokyo 
radio said.

The British protest followed 
warnings by Christian and Mos- 
lem leaders to British Minister 
Spears at Beirut that bloodshed 
would be inevitable unless action 
was taken to alleviate the crisis. 

The Maronite Archbishop of 
Lebanon, speaking for the Chris- 
tian population, predicted a revolt 
if the British failed to intervene, 
emphasizing the complete unity of 
Christians and Moslems on the is- 
sue. 

British Interest in Matter. 


British interest in the Lebanese 
situation was described authorita- 
tively in London as arising from 
two considerations: 

1. Lebanon is in a strategic area 
where British forces have _ re- 
sponsibility and the British Gov- 
ernment cannot permit a situation 
of disorder to develop. 

2. In 1941 the British Ambassa- 
dor to Egypt, Sir Miles Lampson, 
declared his Government supported 
and associated itself with the as- 
surance of independence given 
Syria and Lebanon by Gen. 
Georges Catroux on behalf of Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle. Catroux was 
then Fighting French commis- 
sioner. The British Government 
stands firmly by that declaration, 
it was announced.

BERN, Nov. 12.— Information 
from Vichy indicates that Marshal 
Henri Philippe Petain is fully 
aware that the Government of 
metropolitan France is fast falling 
out of his trembling hands. The 
Marshal is thought to wish to en- 
trust what is left of Vichy power 
in the hands of a _ personality 
“above all rivalries and disputes” 
who would be able to impose his 

moral authority. 

Petain’s first choice fell, accord- 
ing to this source, on the highest 
‘French Catholic authority, Cardi- 
nal Suhard, Archbishop of Paris. 
The Cardinal was asked, some days 
ago, if he would accept the office 
of Premiership of France—a func- 
tion which, since Cardinal Fleury, 
in the reign of Louis XV, has never 
been entrusted to a priest, 

After consulting French cardi- 
nals and bishops and exchanging 
messages with the Vatican, Cardi- 
nal Suhard renounced this dan- 
gerous honor.

CAIRO, Nov. 12 (AP).—German 
seaborne forces attacked the Brit- 
ish-held Dodecanese Island of Lero 
this morning, gaining footholds “at 
some points,” a British Middle East 
communique announced, 

Other landing attempts were re- 
pulsed and several German land- 
ing craft were destroyed or dam- 
aged, the announcement said, 

Indicating that spirited battles 
are under way at the points where 
the Nazis succeeded in landing, the 
statement said that “Italian forces 
are fighting side by side with the 
British.”

MIHAILOVIC GROUP 
DISOWNS PRO-NAZIS 


LONDON, Nov. 12 (AP). — The 
Yugoslav Information Office at 
Cairo said yesterday that collabo- 
rationist Chetniks fighting along- 
side the Germans had injured the 
reputation of Gen. Draja Mihailo- 
vic by proclaiming themselves 
“soldiers of King Peter.” 
Guerrillas fighting under Mihai- 
lovic usually are known as Chet- 
niks. 

Although they claimed to be 
fighting under Mihailovic’s orders 
in Western Yugoslavia, actually 
they were not in contact with the 
Yugoslav General, the bureau said. 
Gen, Josip Broz (Drug Tito), 
leader of another group of Yugo- 
slay guerrillas known as the Par- 
tisans, repeatedly has charged that 
Chetniks under Gen. Mihailovic 
have been working with the Nazis 
and recently Gen. Henry M. Wil- 
son, British commander in the 
Middle East, called on Chetniks to 
cease such aid. Gen. Wilson, how- 
ever, did not link them with Mi- 
hailovic. 

The Chetniks who are fighting 
beside the Nazis sometimes call 
themselves the “anti-Communist 
militia.” 

Wide bélts of enemy-occupied 
territory separate them from the 
territory where Mihailovic’s patri- 
ots are active, the Yugoslav office 
added. |

JAPANESE PLANES APPROACH

COLOMBO, Ceylon, Nov. 12 
(AP).—Enemy planes approached 
Ceylon early today and one was 
shot down by antiaircraft de- 
fenses.

A New Delhi communique said

SOUTHWEST PACIFIC ALLIED 
HEADQUARTERS, Nov. 12 (AP). 
—American Marines, reinforced by 
Army troops, have “firmly secured” 
the six-mile-long beachhead at Em- 
press Augusta Bay on Bougainville 
Island, Gen. Douglas MacArthur's 
headquarters said today. 

At the same time, Gen. MacAr- 
thur and Adm. William F., -Halsey 
Jr. gave the lie to Japanese claims 
of sinking battleships. aircraft car- 
riers, cruisers and destroyers in 
the current Allied drive in the 
Northern Solomons toward Rabaul. 

Not one Allied warship has gone 
down, the two said through their 
spokesmen, 

Naval Score Since Nov. 1. 

The naval score since the Ma- 
rines landed Nov. 1 on Bougain- 
ville’s west-central coast thus 
reads: 

Against Japan: Three cruisers 
and eight destrovers sunk; at least 
11 cruisers and four destroyers 
damaged, and two cruisers prob- 
ably damaged. 

Against the Allies: Damage to an 
undisclosed number of warships. 

“Japanese claims of sinking war- 
ships and of a naval battle subse- 
quent to the naval action reported 
off Bougainville the night of Nov. 
1-2 are without any basis whatso- 
ever,” Gen, MacArthur’s spokes- 
man said. 

The Nov, 1-2 battle was the one 
in which American warships, inter- 
cepting an enemy task force of 12 
ships heading for the Bougainville 
beachhead, sank a cruiser and four 
destroyers and damaged two cruis- 
ers and two destroyers without loss 
to themselves. 

Adm, Halsey’s spokesman said 
the Japanese had not sunk a single 
Allied warship since the United 
States destroyer Chevalier went 
down Oct. 6. Even in the Cheva- 
lier’s gase the Japanese ¢laim was 
clouded, for that destroyer sus- 
tained only damage in a battle off 
Vella Lavella and gunk after it 
collided later with another Ameri- 
can destroyer and was cut in two. 

Jap Squeeze Play Fails. 

The securing of the Bougainville 
beachhedd meant definite failure 
of the Japanese to pinch it off by 
putting several hundred troops 
ashore from barges on the north 
end to exert a squeeze with the 
help of other Japanese bypassed 
to the south. 

Gen. MacArthur’s spokesman 
said the Americans now are firm- 
ly, in the rear of Japanese posi- 
tions at Buin . on Bougainville’s 
south shore and in the nearby 
Shortlands. The beachhead also 
places the Americans. directly 
athwart the Japanese line of sup- 
ply to the Buin-Shortland area, he 
pointed out. 

Parachute troops which landed 
on nearby Choiseul Oct. 27 to di- 
vert the Japanese from the im- 
pending thrust at Empress Au- 
gusta Bay have withdrawn, their 
mission completed. 

However, it appeared that the 
Americans and New Zealanders 
who landed Oct, 26 on Treasury 
Island, 30 miles south of Bougain- 
ville, intend to remain.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, AIl- 
giers, Nov. 12 (AP).—Extremely 
bad weather and difficult terrain 
in front of the Germans’ winter 
defense line held the Allied drive 
in: Italy to limited gains, Allied 
headquarters announced today. 

A one-mile advance by Lt. Gen. 
Mark W. Clark’s Americans of the 
Fifth Army and the capture of one 
more commanding feature on the 
slopes of Mount Camino, near 
Mignano, at the western end of 
the Allied line, were announced. 
Gen, Sir. Bernard L. Montgomery's 
Eighth Army engaged in sharp 
patrol skirmishing near Acquaviva, 
in the cenral sector, and ex- 
changed artillery fire with the 
Germans across the Sangro River 
in the east, 

A sharp German. connterattack 
at. Calabritto, near Mignano, was 
beaten back by Gen. Clark’s Fifth 
Army and prisoners were taken. 

(A German communique said “a 
powerful German counterattack” 
succeeded in taking a hill position 
and a village south of Mignano. 
“American troops west of the Vol- 
turno, despite heavy losses, are 
continuing for days their unsuc- 
cessful attacks on our hill posi- 
tions,” the communique said.) 

Despite the slow Allied march, 
the Germans apparently had little 
hope of holding Gaeta very long

Officer Accused of War 
Crimes in Yugoslavia 
Removed as _ Italian 
Army Staff Chief. 


ALGIERS, Nov. 12 (AP).—Gen. 
Mario Roatta, chief of staff of 
the Italian Army, whom the Yugo- 
slavs have charged with being a 
war criminal, has been removed 
from his post, it was announced 
officially today. 

The’ Yugoslav government-in- 
exile charged that Gen. Roatta 
was responsible for a reign of ter- 
ror during the Italian occupation 
of Yugoslavia, and asked the Allies 
to have Marshal Pietro Badoglio 
dismiss him. 

The charges against Roatta may 
be the first presented before the 
United Nations commission to be 
set up in London, where a decision 
likely will be reached whether he 
will be sent to Yugoslavia for trial 
under the terms of the Moscow 
conference. 

(In announcing the Allied re 
quest for Roatta’s removal Wednes- 
day, British Minister of State Rich- 
ard K. Law also told the House of 
Commons in London that Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower still had 
under consideration the case of 
Gen. (Vittorio) Ambrosio, another 
of Premier Badoglio’s chiefs of 
staff whom the Yugoslavs have 


had blown up the oil tanks at that 
west coast port nine miles behind 
the present lines. 


Reconnaissance also brought 
back evidence that they had car- 
ried out new demolitions at Leg- 
horn, sinking two more ships in 
Leghorn harbor in an effort to 
close its northern entrance. The 
Germans apparently had decided 
to dispense with the use of Leg- 
horn even for coastal shipping and 
sealed the harbor to impede any 
Allied raids or coast-hopping land- 
ings. 

There was widespread Allied air 
activity over the front and behind 
the lines,

bridge, strafed a locomotive and 
destroyed four trucks near Cassino, 
eight miles behind Mignano. War- 
hawks attacked several strong 
points. Bostons and Baltimores 
blew up a chemical! works at Bussi, 
23 miles northeast of Avezzano, 
and South African and British 
fighter-bombers plastered numer- 
ous gun positions. 


Royal Air Force Wellingtons 
struck by night at freight yards 
at Prato, near Florence, and Lib- 
erators attacked targets in South- 
ern France. Three enemy aircraft 
were destroyed and four Allied

PLANT WILL HIRE ONLY WAR 
VETERANS AS HOURLY WORKERS 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12 (AP).— 
The General Aircraft Corporation 
announced yesterday that hence- 
forth it would employ only dis- 
charged veterans of the present 
War as hourly workers. 

“This new policy,” said H. J. 
Maynard Jr. president of the firm, 
“is a deliberate attempt to help in 
softening the impact of adjusting 
millions of men to civilian em- 
ployment after they leave military 
service. 

“If it works in a war plant like 
ours now and produces evidence 
that will assist in our future 
conversion to peacetime products, 
it will be: something worth copy- 
ing by thousands of companies 
throughout the nation.” 

Twenty men already have been 
hired on this basis. 

The corporation produces cargo 
and troop carrying gliders.

Former Food Minister Ap- 
pointed to Cabinet by 
Churchill to Take Over 


Postwar Planning. 


LONDON, Nov. 12 (AP).—Lord 
Woolton, former Minister of Food, 
whose administration of Britain’s 
war-time rationing won him na- 
tional acclaim, today took over the 
newly created Ministry of Recon- 
struction and the job of rebuild- 
ing after the peace, 

Formation of the new ministry 
and Woolton’s appointment as its 
chief were announced yesterday by 
Prime Minister Churchill in an- 
swer to long-continuing criticism 
that he was neglecting postwar 
planning. 

Lord Woolton resigned all his 
business directorships in 1940 to 
enter the Government and assume 
the task of feeding the nation at 
war. His administration revolu- 
tionized the nation’s eating habits, 
but he managed to maintain a 
minimum basic ration and assure 
equitable distribution of the sup- 


ply 


Food Minister by Col. J. J. Liewel- 
lin, minister resident in Washing- 
ton. Ben Smith, pariiamentary 
secretary to the Ministry of Alir- 
craft Production, has been assigned 
to Llewellin’s Washington post, 
where he will be in charge of 
problems of supply. 

A former taxi driver and one- 
time Navy boxing champion, Smith 
becomes a member of the Cabinet 
at a salary of $20,000 ia year. 

Other Cabinet changes include 
the appointment of Henry U. 
Willink to succeed Ernest Brown 
as Minister of Health. Brown gets 
the nominal Cabinet post of Chan- 
cellor of the Duchy of Lancaster. 
He recently has been criticised 
for slowness and inefficiency in 
handling the nation’s housing prob- 
lem. In his new post he succeeds 
Alfred Duff Cooper, who resigned 
his chancellorship and who will be 
sent to a high post abroad, 
Willink is a lawyer who gave up 
one of the richest practices in 
London to become a special com- 
missioner for the care and rehous-

RUSSIANS CLOSING 
IN ON ZHITOMIR, 
KEY RAILWAY CITY

day by one column of the force 
converging on Zhitomir, 

Henry C. Cassidy, Associated 
Press reporter in Moscow, said 
“traffic is about at an end on the 
Korosten-Zhitomir section of the 
Leningrad-Odessa railroad.” The 
main Russian attack is 60 to 75 
miles west of Kiev, the Ukrainian 
capHal. — 

The German communique said: 
“In the area of Kiev, tne battle in 
the depths of the salient is con- 
tinuing with undiminished violence. 
Southwest of the city, strong So- 
viet attacks collapsed while fur- 
ther south German counterattacks 
succeeded in retaking several vil- 
lages. 

“North of Chernigov (in the Go- 
mel area), the impetus of enemy 
attacks decreased as a result of 
heavy casualties, Nevertheless, 
there was embittered fighting.” 

Nazi Reports on Crimea. 

Berlin asserted German and Ru- 
manian troops had halted Russian 
attempts to extend bridgeheads 
around Kerch in the Eastern 
Crimea and had thwarted ef- 
forts to reinforce troops already 
on the eastern shorés of the Black 
Sea peninsula. The Nazis said So- 
viet detachments had crossed the 
Sivash. Sea between the Crimea 
and Ukraine but “were wipec out 
in fighting at close quarters.” 

The Russians pushing west of 

Kiev yesterday occupied Radomysl, 
putting spearheads of Gen, Niko- 
lai Vatutin’s First Army of the 
Ukraine less than 30 miles from 
the Korosten-Zhitomir-Bardichev 
railway and only 28 miles from 
Zhitomir itself. 
Other units of the First Army, 
operating immediately to the 
south, captured Brusilov, 36 miles 
east of Zhitomir, and Kornin, 38 
miles southeast of the junction. 
Berdichev, junction for. railways 
leading to Poland and Rumania, 
lies 44 miles to the southwest of 
Kornin. 

Snow on Much of Front. 
Snow was reported along the 
front from Leningrad south to the 
Kiev sector. 

Before today’s reported gains the 
Reds had advanced nearly 60 
miles west of Kiev, captured last 
Saturday, toward the only railroad 
giving the Germans a direct con- 
nection between their forces at op- 
posite ends of the far-flung front. 
There is another railway between 
this road and the Polish border but 
it is a devious line running from 
Korosten through Shepetovka to 
Berdichev. 

Altogether, Gen. Vatutin’s army 
yesterday overran more than 100 
towns and villages, in its deepest 
westward drive of the campaign, 
the Russians announced, 

Cutting of the Korosten-Ber- 
dichev railway and the consequent

precedent established in 1939. In 
that year Maj, Albert Bond Lam- 
bert was president of the Police 
Board, but Samuel H. Liberman, 
vice-president, was designated as 
acting president for the sole pur- 
pose of directing that Police 
Board's campaign against slot ma- 
chines, 

The search warrant statute, 
which permits. seizure and de- 
struction of gambling machines, 
provides that either the president 
of the Police Board, or the acting 
president, may sign the search 
warrants, It would be possible for 
Huffman to step aside and permit 
the designating of an acting presi- 
dent who would be willing to sign 
such search warrants, The other 
board members, Thomas F, Mul- 
doon and Louis Shifrin, have 
made no secret of their impatience 
with the police department's de- 
lay in getting on with the slot 
machine campaign. 

Under the Liberman warrants, 
police raided “four distributers of 
slot machines and seized 167 as 
gambling devices. Some of these 
were returned to their owners after 
Police Board hearings at which 
they were found to be not gam- 
bling machines, Others were held 
to be gambling devices and were 
destroyed. Two slot machine dis- 
tributers, resisting destruction of 
their devices, filed suits in Circuit 
Court asking. that 90 machines 
which the board had ordered de- 
stroyed be returned to them. These 
suits are still pending. 

“Weinbrenner Says. . 

The Post-Dispatch learned that, 
in discussing his course with those 
whose advice he sought, Huffman 
has repeatedly made the point that 
“Weinbrenner says this, or Wein- 
brenner says that.” 

One thing Weinbrenner, the slot 
machine attorney, says, is that 
if the search warrants are 
issued and slot machines are 
seized and destroyed, “We're going 
to crack down with a lawsuit and 
the matter will be threshed out 
in court.” That was his statement 
today to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
Huffman’s expressed concern lest 
he be sued, communicated to those 
whose advice he has sought, sug- 
gests he is not unaware of Wein- 
brenner’s plan. 

Weinbrenner, the Republican poli- 
tician and attorney who succeeded 
Dewey 8S. Godfrey, the Democratic 
politician and attorney, as “front 
man” among counsel for the slot 
machine syndicate when Repub- 
lican administrations succeeded 
Democratic administrations in the 
city and State, told the Post-Dis- 
patch he had not talked with Huff- 
man about the current situation. 
He suggested that the Police Board 
president’s use of his arguments 
was based on theories he advanced 
in the course of Police Board hear- 
ings on the confiscation of gam- 
bling machines. 


These arguments hitherto have 
not been! particularly effective, he 
conceded, pointing out that in two 
years he had succeeded in getting 
back only three machines for the 
operators from whom they were 
seized. All the others, more than 
80 this year alone, have been de- 
stroyed on order of the Police 
Board, 


Se 


Legal Theory. 


The Huffman-Weinbrenner legal 
theory is that it is the use to which 
a machine is put that makes it 
illegal, not the mere existence of 
the machine. Carrying out this 
theory, Huffman holds that when 
a gambling machine is stored in 
the owner’s headquarters or ware- 
house, it is beyond the reach of 
police. 


In support of this theory, Wein- 
brenner points to an old case de- 
cided by the Missouri Supreme 
Court in which the owner of a 
roulette wheel sued the Sheriff 
who seized and destroyed it and 
recovered the value of the device. 
In this instance the owner had not 
used the machine but had acquired 
it in settlement of a debt. 


Seeking support for his position, 
Huffman yesterday visited the 
City Counselor's office and con- 
ferred with members of the staff. 
After this exploration of what was 
in the minds of those who par- 
ticipated in the conference, it is 
understood that Huffman was 
asked if he wanted a formal 
opinion defining his powers. He 
said he did not. The only an- 
nouncement made, however, was 
that no opinion had been re- 
quested. and none was given. The 
City Counselor is the official 
legal adviser of the Police Board. 


Watch Maintained. 


With execution of the Circuit 
Attorney’s search warrants 
stymied by inaction of Huffman, 
who only a week ago complained 
that police were handicapped be- 
cause they could not get action 
from the Circuit Attorney and 
grand juries in gambling machine 
cases, police details are still main- 
taining a 24-hour watch on the 
headquarters of the principal slot 
machine distributors. This “watch 
and wait” policy has occupied all 
the time of 90 officers for several 
days. Two officers art stationed at 
headquarters of each of 15 slot ma- 
chine operators, and they are re- 
lieved after working eight-hour 
shifts. 


One of these policemen, echoing 
a sentiment which others inter- 
ested in the matter have ex- 
pressed, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter last night he was afraid 
the slot machine operators already 
had had too much time to make 
their arrangements, 


“If we do go in there,” he said, 
“what we're going to find is a 
nice collection of spare parts, ar- 
ranged in so many neat piles. 
How is anyone going to prove that 
those parts were once a gambling 
machine?” !

CASE CENTERED ON 
SINGLE FINGERPRINT 


De Marigny’s fate seemed to 
hinge on a single fingerprint, the 
first one ever offered in evidence 
at an important trial in the Ba- 
hamas, 

There were other issues at his 
trial, but the Crown called the fin- 
gerprint “vital” evidence, and the 
defense conceded its importance 
by centering its attack on Exhibit 
J—the tiny strip of adhesive rub- 
ber onto which the impression had 
been lifted. 

The fingerprint was the impres- 
sion of de Marigny’s right little 
finger. The defense did not deny 


ithat. The question was whether it 


was lifted from a bed screen which 
stood in the room where Oakes 
was killed. 

Capt. James O. Barker of the 
Miami police testified that he lift- 
ed the print from the screen, from 
the top six inches of panel five, 
he said, although he could not re- 
call the exact spot. 

Capt. Maurice B. O'Neil of the 
New Orleans police and Leonarde 
Keeler, private criminologist em- 
ployed by the defense, questioned 
whether the print came from the 
screen. O’Neil said flatly that it 
did not. 

Chief Defense Counsel Godfrey 
Higgins suggested that the print 
was faked, and even hurled such 
an accusation at Barker, The de- 


fense made much of the fact that 


de Marigny was asked to pour a 
glass of water for Capt. E. W. Mel- 
chen of the Miami police while he 
was being questionéd.

NEW YORK, Nov. 12 (AP), — 
The Government asked the United 
States District Court today per- 
petually to enjoin and restrain the 
Associated Press from observing 
by-laws which “permit newspapers 
desiring A. P. service to be denied 
such service because they offer 
competition to existing A. P, mem- 
bers.” 

A proposed form of judgment in 
the Government’s civil antitrust 
suit against the A, P. also would re- 
strain the newsgathering co-opera- 
tive from withholding its services 
from non-A, P. newspapers, from 
carrying out its exclusive news 
contract with the Canadian Press 
and from observing by-laws re- 
garding exclusiveness of local spon- 
taneous news furnished by its 
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members. On these, however, the 
A. P. could apply for modification 
if it amended its by-laws regard- 
ing admission of members, 
Proposed Judgment. 

John .Henry Lewin, special as- 
sistant to the United States Attor- 
ney General, filed the proposed 
judgment and 146 findings of fact 
with the Court today: The Gov- 
ernment was directed to submit its 
proposals when a special court 
ruled Oct. 6 in a two-to-one de- 
cision that the A. P. had the right 
to pass on admission of applicants 
but that the by-laws “in their pres- 
ent form” ‘violated the antitrust 
laws. 

The court had directed that the 
by-laws be changed to prevent a 
member in the same publishing 
field (morning, evening or Sun- 
day) in the same city, as a com- 
petitive applicant, from imposing 
any conditions for admission. 

‘The court left to the A. P. the 
adoption of “substitutes which will 
réstrict admission” but indicated 
that if “admission to A. P. were 
properly liberalized” the by-laws 
providing for the exclusiveness of 
local news, the confining of A. P. 
dispatches to its own members, 
and the contract between A. P. 
and the Canadian Press would be 
within the law. 

80 Days for Counterproposals. 

The A. P. now has 30 days to 

file counterproposals to the Gov. 
ernment’s proposed findings of fact 
and judgment. The final form 
will then be decided by the court, 
after which appeal may be taken 
to the Supreme Court. 
As directed by the court, the 
Government agreed in its proposed 
judgment to dismissal of its com- 
plaint that the purchase by A, P. 
of Wide World Photos from the 
New York Times violated the anti- 
trust laws. 

The A, P. by-laws provide for 
admission of a newspaper to mem- 
bership by the affirmative vote of 
a majority of the members. The 
Government sought in the suit, 
filed Aug. 28, 1942, to compel the 
A. P. to. admit any newspaper will- 
ing to pay its proportionate share 
of the cost of gathering news. 


The court granted the Govern- | 


ment’s motion for summary judg- 
ment without a trial and rendered 
its decision on the evidence before 
it in the form of pretrial examina- 
tions, affidavits and briefs.

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.

aviation, Mayor Fiorello H. LaGuardia observed today during an hour’s 
discussion with the correspondent of aviation’s postwar needs. 

“That means that now is the time to select and actually acquire 
titles,” he added, “because engineering plans must be drawn to suit 


their particular characteristics. 


It means that grading and other rough 


work not requiring use of strategic materials must be finished if 


possible before the shooting stops. 
“The city that lags or dawdles 


will find it impossible to catch up 


and it will pay heavily in good American dollars over a long period 


for its lack of enterprise.” 

The impulsive, fiery LaGuardia, 
whose introduction to aviation was 
as an Army pilot in the World 
War, made no reference to the 
fact that he also is president of 
the United States Conference of 
Mayors, but made it plain that he 
proposed to speak of details of 
airport planning only for New 
York. He was. more than willing 


to tell of his program for what- 
ever it might be worth to mayors 
of other cities. 

St. Louls is a natural,” he con- 
tinued. “It has the geographi- 
cal location. It should be a 
major terminal for north-south 
as well as east-west traffic, with 
numerous satellite fields all over 
the area. 

“But St. Louis, or any other 
city, must not gauge its needs 
by the past. Look what com- 
mercial aviation was doing when 
it was interrupted by the war. 
Look at the advances in air- 
borne transport and navigation 
made during the war.” 

(Directly in point is a study of 
Lambert-St. Louis Field records 
pointed ‘out in a report made to 
the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce May 22,°1941, by its Airport 
Survey Committee, headed by J. 
Gates Williams. For a five-year 
period ending Dec. 31, 1940, it 
showed a 265 per cent increase in 
airline passengers, 249 per cent in 
pounds of air mail, and 67 per 
cent in pounds of air express. The 
figures for successive years were: 
Airline passengers, 23,607, 26,454, 
37,000, 56,000, 86,188; air mail 
pounds, 307,303, 741,414, 863,000, 
991,712, 1,072,919; express ‘ pounds, 
160,000, 140,000, 155,000, 288,000, 
267,489.)

$46,000,000 LaGuardia Airport and 
its Idlewild Field now in the first 
stages of construction which is ex- 
pected to cost $100,000,000 event- 
ually. 

“We're not building an elee- 
mosynary institution,” he _ said. 
“There is no use letting the air- 
lines get away-with what the rail-| 
roads did in the last century when 
they represented the latest ad- 
vance in transportation. Some got) 
alternate sections of land, a mile 
square on either side of their 
tracks, and plenty more was of-

“I intende to charge for every-| 
thing but the roar of the propel- | 
lors and I haven't figured out any 
way to measure that.” 

This principle has been reflected 
in landing, hangar and servicing 
fees now exacted at LaGuardia 
Field, which has come to be known 
by some of those who have cause 
to remember the Mayor's hard- 
driven bargains as “LaChargia 
Field.”

He has made 
no public statement as to how the 
remainder of the sum_ will, be 
raised. However, he has made it 
clear that he does not expect the 
City of New York to pay all the 
cost of construction and that he 
expects Idlewild to be _ self-sup- 
porting and self-amortizing. 

Another profitable contract now 
is being negotiated with major oil 
companies. The contract to supply 
gasoline at Idlewild when it is 
opened was offered. Under its 
terms the city will receive 1% 
cents on each gallon sold. But the 
Mayor wasn’t satisfied with the 
first bids for this business which 
he thinks eventually will reach 
2,000,000 gallons a day. An offer 
of $2,170,000 for the contract was 
rejected and new bids with a top 
of $3,750,000 are being considered. 


Letter to Gasoline Bidders. 


Mayor LaGuardia writes like he 
talks. He believes in long run- 
ways for airports and long sen- 
tences, oral or written. In a firm 
but informal letter to the gasoline 
bidders last week, replying to their 
objection to some contract terms, 
he wrote: 

“Now let’s have no more inet 
about this; you are in business 
and the city of New York is in 
business.

3-PRONGED THREAT 
AIMED AT JAPAN 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12 (AP), 

IGNS from the South Pacific 
§ today pointed toward an immi- 

nent assault against the Japa- 
nese from three quarters—all 
aimed in the general direction of 
Tokyo. 

American forces are in the final 
stage of preparations for a co- 
ordinated drive fo slash off the 
southern and. richest half of the 
enemy’s conquered empire and at 
the same time gain new footholds 


for further strides toward the 
Japanese mainland. 


In two areas other than the 
South Pacific-Australia zone. of 
current operations, Allied leaders 
have been massing their striking 
power for months. One of these 
potential theaters is the Central 
Pacific, under command of Adm. 
Chester W. Nimitz; the other is 
the India-Burma area under Brit- 
ain’s Commando expert, Adm. 
Lord Louis Mountbatten. 


Informed belief here is that 
Nimitz and Mountbatten will 
throw their forces into action in 
co-ordination with major opera- 
tions by Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
in the south. This would bring 
maximum pressure to bear on the 
Japanese from three _ directions 
and minimize their ability to re- 
sist at every point. 


May Force Retreat. 

Some American authorities even 
believe the “apanese may be com- 
pelled to relinquish a few of their 
island positions without a fight 
as they gave up Kiska in the 
North .Pacific after being out- 
flanked by the American conquest 
of Attu Island. 


They may have to do this In the 
Central Pacific at least unless 
they are willing to abandon some 
of their garrisons in the Marshall 
and Gilbert Islands. American 
strategists have no intention of 
taking all the numerous positions 
which the Japanese hold there. 
They plan rather to capture cer- 
tain key islands with air base pos- 
sibilities and leave the enemy to 
hit fate on the others. 


The importance being attached 
to air borne strategy was under- 
scored by yesterday’s announce- 
ment that an air officer had been 
appointed commander of Martne 
forces in the South Pacific. He is 
Map. Gen. Roy S. Geiger, an avia- 
tion officer well versed in amphib- 
ious and aerial warfare. 


The Central Pacific offensive 
sive could start any time. Adm. 
Nimitz said in Hawaii this week 
that the fleet now has the ships, 
planes and men with which to do 
the job. Nimitz spoke so frankly 
that he seemed to be inviting the 
Japanese to try to stop him. 


British Fleet Shifted. 


Less is known of Mountbatten’s 
strength than of Nimitz’s. British 
and American spokesmen have 
made clear that the Allied con- 
quest of the Mediterranean re- 
leased British fleet units for serv- 
ice against Japan and presumably 
they have now been based on In- 
dia. Moreover, Mountbatten has a 
sizable force of British, colonial 
and Chinese troops. 


While Mountbatten’s ultimate 
purpose, in view of China’s urgent 
need for supplies, must be to re- 
open the Burma road, it is not 
considered compelling that his 
first blows should be against Bur- 
ma objectives. He might co-ordi- 
nate an initial land offensive in 
that direction with an attack on 
the enemy-occupied Andaman 
Islands in the Bay of Bengal. Hé 
might by-pass both points to strike 
at Malaya or at Sumatra at the 
Western tip of the Dutch Indies 
opposite Singapore. 


Whatever the direction of the 
attack and whatever its force, it 
would divert Japanese strength 
from resistance to the main Ameri- 
can drive in the South Pacific. 


How soon MacArthur will be 
able to bring his campaign to a 
climax, presumably in a battle for 
the enemy’s South Pacific strong 
point at Rabaul, cannot yet be de-

There are two types of rocket 
bomb, One apparently is a straight- 
away rocket fired directly from

Built Like Torpedo. 

The other is armor-piercing with 
a delayed-action fuse and is esti- 
mated to weigh 3000 to 3500 
pounds, Its body is like a tor- 
pedo, about 25 inches in diameter 
and 12 feet long. It has an eight- 
foot wing span and a tail assembly 
which make it look like a midget 
airplane. In flight it emits whit- 
ish smoke from its tail and a fiery 
glow. 

The bomb is released from a 
high-flying plane. Apparently the 
aimer must have both bomb and 
target ship in clear*view if he is 
to succeed. Once released, the 
bomb glides in the same direction 
as the parent aircraft at a speed 
of about 400 miles an hour. 

Its flight is almost horizontal, 
with a slight downward glide. Over 
the target it suddenly dives and 
hurtles downward with the aid 
both of gravity and rocket impetus, 
Its force and penetrating power 
are tremendous. 

The vertical dive apparently is 
controlled by the operator via 
radio, although magnetic attrac- 
tion may also.play a part in the 
latter stages of its descent. So 
far as is kroown it has only been 
used against ships. 


Can Alter Course. 

While on the horizontal the 
bomb can alter course to any 
point of the compass, pursuing an 
evasive target ship, However, once 
it goes into its dive it apparently 
cannot be controlled further. 

The bomb is discharged from 
various types of aircraft, which 
always fly at high altitudes and 
are specially guarded by other 
planes,

Ploeser’s Novel Explanation 
Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I read with interest Walter Ploeser’s 
explanation of his attitude toward the 


proposed exemption of insurance com-. 


panies from the Federal anti-trust laws. 
It was the first time that I had ever 
heard that the American system of free 
enterprise was for the purpose of pro- 
viding competition among the states. An 
explanation of the manner in which the 
states compete and for what prize or re- 
muneration would be a valuable addi- 
tion to the lore of political science. 

I had always thought that the “Amer- 
ican way” was for private industry and 
commerce to compete under limited 
regulation by the state and Federal gov- 
-ernments. Now it appears that it is the 
states that are to compete under regu- 
lation by the insurance companies. 

I have not yet heard any of the pro- 
ponents of the pending bill contend that 
the insurance companies should be al- 
lowed to combine in restraint of trade 
and to rig prices. Yet that would seem 
to be an issue. For if the insurance 
companies do not rig prices or restrain 
trade, they will not become involved with 
the Federal anti-trust laws. The preser- 
vation of ‘states’ rights to govern and 
even to compete would then be assured. 

It is indeed heartening to hear the 
great insurance companies speak so well 
of the American principles of free en- 
terprise and democracy. It is good to 
know that the insurance business has 
a sense of moral duty, even though its 
conscience seems always to lead it into 
the paths of self-righteousness and self- 
interest.

The Pall of ‘Race Bigotry 


Charges that the administration has taken an 
oatmeal-and-warm-milk stand on increasingly sul- 
len issues of racial discrimination look thinner 
after Roosevelt’s answer to Comptroller General 
Lindsay Warren. : 

“Directive only, and not mandatory,” was 
Warren’s decision on Executive Order 9436, which 
obligates employers doing business with the Gov- 
ernment to insert in their contracts provisions 


against employe discrimination on account of race, | 
creed or color. His blanket decision that Govern- 


ment contractors and subcontractors could com- 
ply with the order or not, as they pleased, that 
compliance was voluntary, was given specifically 
in the case of Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co. of Kansas City. The company had refused to 
insert such a clayse, was reluctant to hire Negroes. 
It has now, however, changed policy, accepted 
the clause in its contract. 

Warren’s legal astigmatism—in which the 
“shall” instead of “must” reading of the order 
was apparently the excuse for his interpretation 
—has been corrected. Roosevelt hag. overruled 
him, He can scarcely mistake the President's 
meaning in a letter to Biddle: “These provisions 
are mandatory.” Government purchasing agents 
cannot make contracts that do not include them. 

Far beyond the sphere of the Fair Employment 
Practices Commission, racist doctrines of a Fascist 
taint have gained some strength from wartime 


tensions and displacements. They have done their . 


evil, ugly, un-Christian work in Los Angeles, De- 
troit, in Beaumont, and now in Boston, where the 
anti-Semitic gang action of teen-aged boys is a 
scandal finally recognized by Gov. Saltonstall. 
Massachusetts Public Safety Commissioner Stokes 
has reported to the Governor that “the wide- 
spread dissemination of anti-Semitic literature, 
I believe, is organized,” and that such distribu- 
tion, and the hoodlumistic insults, assaults and 
damage provoked by it, “should be dealt with 
immediately.” 

Still fresh in the minds of those who can recog- 
nize social decay in minority persecutions is the 
case of Col. Colman of Selfridge Field. (He was 
convicted by a court-martial of careless use of 
firearms, reduced to the rank of Captain, retired 
on a pension of $1125 a year, otherwise unpunished 
for drunkenly shooting a Negro soldier-chauffeur. 
Harsher penalties were imposed on other officers 
involved in the shocking Rs tha of 
the air base where Colman was commandant.) 

Representatives Coffee of Washington and 
Celler of New York have asked for investigation 
of the case of Alton Levy of the Lincoln (Neb.) 
Army Air Base, because of the persistent report 
that the Sergeant's court-martial and conviction 
were partly due .to hig criticism of discrimination 
against Negro soldiers. The resolution on dis- 
crimination passed by the recent CIO convention 
in Cleveland specifically mentions the Levy inci- 
dent, now approaching the proportions of a cause 
celebre, and the Sleepy Lagoon affair in Cali- 
fornia involving arrest and imprisonment of citi- 
zens Of Mexican descent, 

The odors of indigenous Fascism, prejudice- 
spawned and Klan-descended, rise strongly from 
such scattered, localized events, coming together 
in a black, miasmic pall to menace guaranteed 
rights of individuals. Students of history are 
reminded of the Huguenots, the Protestants who 
suffered Inquisition, the ghettoes of old Paris, 
of Crakow, of Berlin, the men who wore the 
yellow hat in Auvergne, pogroms in Czarist 
Russia, in Palestine, the robed and spectral night- 
riders of our own South, They remember and, 
thoughtfully, they fear. Strangely, such un- 
Americanism is of no interest to Martin Dies. 

All responstble public officials are watchmen 
of the dark in which racism flourishes, whether 


‘it be economic discrimination, in the case pre- 


maturely decided by Warren, or persecution. 
Coughlinism and affiliated doctrines are still 
preached, still listened to, still acted upon by the 
ignorant or mob-spirited. They must be exposed, 
and often, to the harsh light of public rebuke. 
As Roosevelt said in September: “The integrity 
of our nation and our war aims is at stake in our 
attitude toward minority groups at home.” 
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A Royal Welcome for Hull 


The last vestige of suspicion that America was 
reluctant to extend the hand of full partnership 
to Soviet Russia, or did not wholly appreciate 
what it means that 90 per cent of Allied casual- 
ties have been soldiers of the Red Army, has 
been dispelled by the nature of Secretary Hull's 
greeting on his return to Washington. 

The Secretary came back from his great mis- 
sion as the symbol of this new, essential accord. 
Almost as the lion has come to be emblematic 
of courage, the gaunt, gray man of Tennessee 
was this nation’s embodiment of the spirit and 
sweeping hope of three-power harmony. He ful- 
filled the wishes of the nation, of Congress and 
the President, of our British ally and of the 
United Nations in working for unified war and 
peace aims. 

A royal welcome for Hull, given by Roosevelt 
and high officials, was a royal welcome for the 
Moscow declarations, a gesture of supreme good 
will to our Russian co-signer. 
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WLB Accepts the Gage 


Chairman Davis of the WLB took a public-spir- 
ited stand yesterday when he reaffirmed his 
faithfulness to the hold-the-line policy and an- 
nounced that he had just begun to fight for it. 

Determination is the first requisite for such a 
fight, but it is going to take still more to plug 
the holes in the battered hold-the-line policy. 

It is going to take, first of all, a more realistic 
technique on the part of the WLB—less of the 
detached jurist, more of the practical negotiator. 

WLB is going to have to convince Jabor, from 
scratch, perhaps from a few yards behind scratch, 
that the board is too tough tosbe manhandled. 

It is going to have to be a fighter in its rela- 
tions with Secretary Ickes and OPA, demanding 
that the former not undercut it, demanding that 
the latter do its full half of the joint job. 

If, in the judgment of the board, its powers 
prove conclusively inadequate, the board itself 
should propose and demand the enactment of the 
needful further measures, Apparently the board 
feels that such a situation has come about, and 
a statement by a majority of the members today 
asks Congress to enact Lis eas to the War 
Labor Disputes Act. 

All signs are that the all-out assault on the 


hold-the-line policy is about to be launched. WLB’s 
odds are less than even. But there ought to be 


strength and determination to the men of the 


board in the knowledge that they are the pro- 
tectors of the millions of Americans against the 
suffering of inflation, that they will not fight 
alone and that if they plan their strategy well 
enough, they can win—and all of us with them. 
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Huffman Compromises Himself 


The attitude of Edwin E. Huffman, president 
of the Board of Police Commissioners, ceases tc 
be one of simple timidity, over-technicality ang 
fndecision, in the Nght of today’s disclosures, 
His time-wasting maneuvers toward the slot-ma- 
chine clean-up have now taken a grave turn 
which brings into question his principles in the 
conduct of his office. 

For three days now, Huffman has been stalling 
on a request by the Circuit Attorney, Thomas 
C. Hennings Jr., that he sign warrants against 
the slot-machine operators under a statute which 
looks like the best means the, police have for pro- 
ceeding against this gang-ridden racket, 

Mr. Huffman, the only official who can sign 
the necessary warrants, objects to signing be- 
cause—he says—he doubts the legality of the 
statute under which the Circuit Attorney has re- 
quested him to act. Mr. Hennings, who is quali- 
fied to pass on the question, considers the pro- 
cedure perfectly legal. 

Today’s disclosures are shocking. It turns 
out that while Huffman has contended for three 
days that he was waiting to determine whether 
or not the procedure was legal, his contention has 
been only a false front for procrastination and 
inaction. Huffman has not asked the City Coun- 
selor, the proper official for him to turn to for 
legal advice, for an opinion. What is still more 
amazing, when he was asked yesterday by the 
City Counselor’s office whether he wanted a: for- 
mal opinion, he replied that he did not. 

Still more shocking is the fact that while Huff- 
man has failed to seek counsel from the proper 
authorities, he is relying on the legal arguments 
advanced by an eminently improper source—by, 
in fact, the front man for the slot-machine 
racket, J. Ray Weinbrenner, Alderman from the 
Twenty-eighth Ward, who is attorney for the as- 
sociation of slot-machine distributers and for the 
McCall Novelty Co., the principal distributer af- 
fected by, the present clean-up effort. 

How long does Huffman think the people of 
St. Louis are going to countenance these shenani- 
gans? How long, to be more specific, does he 
think they will be tolerated by his associates on 
the Police Commission, Shifrin and Muldoon, who 
are eager to proceed with the cleanup? 

Huffman’s course is precisely what the slot- 
machine operators want; they could not ask for 
anything more favorable to their dirty business. 
But it is not what the law-abiding thousands of 
St. Louisans want or will submit to. 

Huffman has conducted the office of president 
of the Board of Police Commissioners for three 
days now in the interest of racketeers. When 


may we expect him to bring it into the service |

Children are maturing unnaturally and turning from wholesome 
recreation to night life; factors are mothers in war work, plentiful 
spending money and depleted social agency staffs; social worker 
urges city-wide wartime committee to co-ordinate work of guidance, 


A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


Many of us in social work are confused 
and perturbed about our teen-agers and de- 
linquency. We are starkly up against new 
aspects of old problems, which crop up 
with dizzy speed. Local facts make us a 
bit gloomy, but the knowledge that similar 
situations exist all over the country brings 
a feeling of frustration and fear. 

What's the matter with our youngsters? 
Why won’t they fit into the patterns which 
have served so well in the past? Let’s ad- 
mit at the very beginning that early-teen- 
age Mary and John are emotionally quite 
different from their prototypes of pre-war 
days. Physically and mentally they regis- 
ter the same, but their emotional reactions 
to the same kind of stimuli are vastly dif- 
ferent. Charles Ansell of Chicago calls it 
“accelerated maturity.” 

Almost over night the situation has 
changed. Until] recently, there was a nat- 
ural response to our activity programs— 
carefully arranged to meet the adolescent 
needs: recreational games, crafts, cooking, 
sewing, music, dramatics, hygiene, boy and 
girl get-togethers, educational trips, group- 
singing, hikes. But now the youngsters 
shrug their shoulders with movie-star so0- 
phistication, lift a carefully plucked eyebow 
and say: “Oh, baloney! That’s old stuff!” 


The Times Have Changed 


Once, organizations like ours offered 
“folk” and “ballroom” dancing as an occa- 
sional “extra.” The children planned the 
dances themselves, decorated the auditori- 
um, selected the records, prepared the re- 
freshments. 

Now they insist on a “real” dance with 
a “real” orchestra and all the trimmings. 
The music must be “hot,” played by a 
“name band,” and the dances must be 
“boogie-woogie” or “jitterbug.” The more 
body-wiggle, leg-flinging, hip-swaying, kick, 
jump and squirm the better. Quit at 10:30? 
Don’t make them laugh! And these dances, 
nerve-racking as they are, are stil] the safe- 
est part of the teen-age “entertainment.” 

Miss Virginia Musselman, writing in Na- 
tional Recreation, says of ‘the very young 
girls: “They go stag to taverns and night 
clubs. They hang out in juke joints. They 
run away from home. They are discovered 
in hotels and picked up by the police.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt in a recent press confer- 
ence urged that “war-industry communities 
provide more wholesome recreation for 
younger workers in order to reduce the 
rate of illegitimate births.” 

How can we help these kids who catapult 
into a forced, unnatural and harmful ma- 
turity? Still more fmportant, “What makes 
them get that way?” 


Skilled Leaders Are Few 


First is the problem of skilled leadership. 


Daily the war is tearing apart our care- 
fully assembled staffs of men and women. 
For the first time since its founding 35 
years ago, Neighborhood Association is us- 
ing the classified ads for paid workers. 


Second, volunteer leadership, without 
which few agencies can operate, is at a 
new low. The Waves, Wacs, Spars and at- 
tractive war jobs have depleted the. ranks 
to an alarming degree. 

Third, never before in our experience 
have children had so much spending money. 
For the very young, all sorts of part-time, 
after-school jobs are available. Why dance 
te records with adult supervision when for 


a dollar you can go to a “tavern,” “inn” or 
“club” and dance to a name-band and have 
a few beers without supervision? 


Lastly, when we come to preoccupied 
parents and topsy-turvey homes, we hit 
rock-bottom. What we think of as the 
good old-fashioned home pattern has van- 
ished. With startling suddenness, thou- 
sands of homes become “broken,” not 
through separation or divorce, but simply 
because they no longer function. Mother- 
hood is a full-time job. An eight-hour shift 
at the lathe or bench won't and can’t fix 
mother for the greatest job in the world— 
the mothering of her children.

Only Solution Is Unity 


But a war is on, and temporarily we 
must face these disruptive necessities. Is 
there a way out? Only one. For the time 
being, all agencies dealing with youth—the 
settlements, “Y’s,” churches, schools and 
fraternal orders must forget their own pet 
schemes and programs, face the problem in 
its larger neighborhood and community as- 
pects, pool experiences and resources and 
get to work, 


No time must be lost. 
afford to ask: “How can we best take care 
of our youngsters?” The challenge is: 
“How can our staff and our experience and 
our facilities be used to the best advantage 
of any child or group in this community?” 


An emergency is on—an emergency of 
alarming significance and frightening con- 
sequences, 


Every teacher, every minister and priest, 
every private and public official and every 
parent must see to it that we work to- 
gether for the preservation of our chil- 
dren. If our present facilities are inade. 
quate, the situation must be changed—im- 
mediately. If more money is needed, we 
must raise it—now. Nothing must stand 
in the way. < 


Nothing But the Best 


These jobs must be done, with the entire 
city in mind. An outstanding layman, free 
from political, private or public-agency bias, 
should head the work. His committee 
should embrace the best minds in our city, 
professional and lay. This committee need 
not build an expensive, new organization. 
Existing organizations can carry the load 
if they are temporarily reshuffled, more 
adequately staffed and financed. After the

emergency, the committee can dissolve and 


we can carry on in the peacetime manner. 


If the wine of youth can no longer be 
contained in the flasks we have so care- 
fully fashioned, we must shape new flasks.

Aloof and Dignified Maltese 
Have Outlasted Four Empires 


“Malta Magnificent,” by Maj. Francis W. Gerard. 

(Whittlesey House, New York.) 

Malta is an island the shape of St. Louis, 
but of twice the area and one-fourth the 
population, with scattered ancient towns 
and villages as once Carondelet, Rock 
Spring, Cheltenham, etc., dotted our city. 
Its Semitic population has preserved its 
racial characteristics and language for 2500 
years. Its people were converted to Chris 
tianity by St. Paul. 

This insulated population has passed un- 
der the control of every successive empire 
—Carthagenian, Roman, Mohammedan, 
French and now British. The natives till 
their small “farms” of a half-acre to two 
acres, do the drudgery of the island, speak 
their own language, live their own lives. 

One hundred and fifty years ago, they 
“asked” to be taken over by England. A 
handful of the natives now speak the Eng- 
lish language. The rest are like our full 
blooded reservation Indians. They have 
such quaint ways, 

” 


Their economy tgs simple. The land is 
owned by a handful of native princes; 
the peasants share-crop it, same as in the 
Mississippi Delta, and are not exactly citi- 
zens, as the Constitution and laws are prac- 
tically made in London. A trickling of 
British money seeps down to the Maltese 
natives, from whom the local nobility col 
lect their unearned increment. 

No one knows or gives a damn what the 
Maltese think or what they want, as they 
are of no economic importance. If they 
should all die off, Hindu coolies could 
do the dirty work for the garrison and 
civil servants. 

For years Malta was the target daily 
for ‘round-the-clock bombing. Like Gibral- 
tar, the geological formation is ideal for 
resistance. Everybody simply ducks un- 
der rock cover at an alert. It suggests 
a prairie dog village in Kansas—now you 
sce them, now you don't. 

Against this background, the author tells 
how it feels to live in a hot spot for two 
long years. One gets used to living next 
door to, or in, a boiler factory. Whisky 
and soda and crumpets go on as per happy 
custom. The submarines based on Malta 
touch at the harbor for repairs. Then the 
refreshed crews re-embark to seek out Axis 
shipping.

This, then, is a recital of British endur- 
ance, under unique circumstances, written 
by the ex-editor of the Malta daily pep 
sheet. When the Willkie-Wallace-Welles 
world comes, this little Ireland will be a 
full-fledged, . self-determined nation. The 
long-suppressed trading proclivities of the 
Phoenicians will then be released to mar- 
ket climate, as tired business men of all 
nations will infest the place, basking under 
the Mediterranean sun (the rative Maltese 
are adept baskers in peacetime). Fortu- 
nately for the Allied nations, Malta is no 
Singapore or Bataan—Malta was prepared. 
The motto is: “Bomb and be damned.” 

Hannibal, Caesar, Napoleon, Churchill— 
the Maltese receive them kindly and are 
treated kindly by them all. Like their cele- 
brated cats, they are quiet, aloof, proud, 
dignified, conservative, non-communicative. 
They lap up the cream, yawn and remain 
inscrutible.

WASHINGTON, Nov, 12 (AP).— 
In an Armistice day statement, 
Secretary of War Stimson said 
“The United States is once again 
on the road to victory, with almost 
double the military might that 
brought victory on Nov. 11, 1918,” 


and gave reporters these compari- 
sons between the Army 25 years 
ago and the Army today: 

In 1918, the Army had 4,057,101 
officers and men, with 2,086,000 
overseas; today, the Army is near- 
ing 7,790,000, and by the end of the 
year 2,500,000 will be overseas, 
Casualties in the 19 months of 
the first World War totaled 260,496, 
with 35,560 killed, 14,720 died of 
wounds, 205,690 wounded, 46 miss- 
ing in action, 4480 prisoners; in the 
23 months of this war, casualties 
are 120,967, including killed, wound- 
er, missing or prisoners.

Celebrity, though, has its draw- 
backs. Your private life vanishes. 
The most sincere plaudits of 
people, when multiplied and piled 
too high, can .become something 
obsessing you, claiming your life 
away from you. 

Since returning to America two 
months ago we have had hundreds 
and hundreds of offers, requests, 
demands, and even time-taking 
favors bestowed upon us.

My life has been pretty full and 
pretty pleasant; I’ve got most 
everything I ever wanted, but I’ve 
had some blows, -too; I’ve con- 
tributed a little and received a 
great deal. Through the years I 
did my job the best I could, and 
this is what happened. I didn’t 
plan it, and I didn’t ask for this. 
I could have done without it, but 
now that it’s here, I’m pretty sure 
I can take it. 

As I said in the beginning, this 
is all] kind of immodeste But it’s 
all kind of true, too.

Therefore, the committee con- 
cluded, “it appears that the com- 
mission had incurred no loss by 
reason of the transactions under 
discussion here, except to the ex- 
tent that operation of the ships 
in question by the Waterman 
steamship corporation from the 
end of 1941 to the dates of repur- 
chase, under charter to the WSA, 
resulted in a profit.”

1944 CIVILIAN DIET 
10 BE AS GOOD AS 
IN PREWAR YEARS 


Marvin Jones Tells 
Grange WFA Intends 
to See That Farmers 
Receive Fair Prices. 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. Nov. 
12 (AP).—War Food Administra- 
tor Marvin Jones told the National 
Grange convention today that the 
American civilian diet in 1944 will 
be “as good as in the prewar 
years.” 

“Decisions now made indicate 
that for the coming year our civil- 
lan population will Nave adequate 
supplies for health and productive 
effort, and that this will probably 
mean at least as much food per 
capita as in the prewar years, 
both on a tonnage basis and in 
terms of food value,” Jones said, 

Adequate food must be assured 
for the consuming public, he as- 
serted in a speech, but at the 
same time the public is equally 
determined to apportion the sup- 
ply so that it can be an effective 


quate quantities can be provided 
for the armed forces and our allies. 

Jones assured the Grange it was 
WFA's purpose to see that the 
farmers receive adequate returns 
next year for the record crops 
they have been asked to produce. 

“To protect you in your plans 


know that these prices will con- 
tinue through your harvest and 
see you through,” Jones said. “The 
nation,and the consumer should 

e willing to share that responsi- 

ility and enable the support 
prices that are necessary. It is 
our purpose to see that you get 
these returns.” 

Jones promised to continue con- 
sultation with Congress on provi- 
sions that will “give the necessary 
price assurances.” He declared, 
however, that the prices should 
not be out of line with the effort 
to prevent inflation. 

Referring to the gubsidy pro- 
gram, urged by President Roose- 
velt in a recent message to Con- 
gress, Jones said use of Commodity 
Credit Corporation funds to sup- 
tional production had proved 
that he desired to continue it in/y 
1944. Legislation due to come be- 
fore the House within the next few 
days would continue the life of 
the CCC beyond Dec, 31, but would 
prohibit use of CCC funds for pay- 
ment of subsidies. 

Speaking of shortages of farm 
machinery, Jones said twice as 
much had been authorized for 1944

Compromise Is Proposed on Food 
Subsidy Plan. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12 (AP).— 
Administration leaders in Con- 
gress conferred with President 
Roosevelt yesterday on the ques- 
tion of subsidies and afterward 
put out feelers for a compromise 
to opponents of this method of 
holding down food prices. 

They were hopeful of obtaining 
an agreement with opponents to 
permit the use of subsidy pay- 
ments but with a ceiling on the 
total which might be spent for 
that purpose. 

No figure was suggested, but 
House Banking Committee mem- 
bers who favor the subsidy pro- 
gram estimated 900 million dollars 
would be sufficient to finance a 
program limited to meat, butter, 
milk and bread—to so-called 
“must” food items. 

Chester Bowles, head of the Of- 
fice of Price Administration, re- 
cently disclosed that subsidy pay- 
ments now are at the rate of 
about 800 million dollars annually, 
with ‘$1,200,000,000 needed for the 
projected program for 1944. 

Subsidy opponents, constituting 
a majority or the House Banking 
Committee, said privately they 
would oppose continuance of the 
subsidy program except in a very 
restricted manner,

Bogart post lookouts, locks up a German and an Italian pris- 
oner, and the others in his command pitch in to load water 
onto “Lulubelle,” their tank. Then come the Germans, a whole 
motorized battalion. The Germans too must have water. 

Bogart, given a choice to flee before the Germans and 
live, or stand before them, keeping the thirsty enemy from 
the water, and perhaps die, stands. The Germans attack, and 
dying of thirst attack again and again. Bogart’s men falJl, one 
by one, the others continue to stand. At last, their rifles 
thrown away and their hands lifted, 500 Nazis surrender to 
the two men who still hold the water hole against them. Sounds 
melodramatic on paper, but think of Sergeant York and Colin 
Kelly. The picture, to say it again, is magnificent.

Training in 
Army Good 
For All Men

HAVE been a violent anti-mili- 
| tarist (in other words, I think 

statesmen run us into wars on 
too slim pretexts), but I am con- 
vinced from some studies just 
made that universal military train- 
ing would be a good thing. And I 
mean universal—girls as well as 
boys—and no excuses accepted ex- 
cept that of being actually bed- 
ridden. 

My reasons are found in the fig- 
ures given in a study of 1000 men 
students entering the University 
of Illinois. They show that: 

18 per cent could not swim at all. 

64 per cent were so weak they 
could not swim 50 yards. 

$ per cent could not chin them- 
selves once. 

29 per cent could not chin them- 
selves five times. 

24 per cerit could not jump an ob- 
stacle waist high. 

41 per cent could not skin the cat. 

These experiments were con- 
tinued for several years and about 
the same results recorded every 
year. 
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A STANDARDIZED test of 
physical fitness was then arranged 
by the physical director. It was 
simple enough for a person of the 
most average strength and endur- 
ance to pass, consisting of simple 
exercises such as lying on the back 
and lifting the legs 20 times. In 
September, 1942 (almost a year 
after Pearl Harbor), over 2000 
young men who had come from 
high schools were given these 
tests. Thirty-six per cent failed to 
pass the qualifications of the test. 
Twenty-three per cent were clas- 
sified as fair. Only a little over 


‘40 per cent passed the basic qual- 


ifications of the test satisfactor- 


ily. 

This is shocking! It is worse, 
it is frightening! I am 60 years 
old and I think I could pass these 
tests. And here are young men, I 
suppose about 15 years old, who 
aren’t physically able to fight the 
seven. dwarfs, Think of a boy 15 
who can’t chin himself five times! 

What is the matter with the 
high schools? One thing that I 
have been yelling for years is that 
they take a few star pseudo-heroes 
and make football impresarios out 
of them. The athletic directors 
make more money out of a good 
football team than they do out of 
the boring business of taking a 
whole class out and creating a 
class of men of average motor 
fitness. e 
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IS THE AVERAGE American 
youth the one we thought was a 
funny caricature—the pale youth 
with the cigarette drooping from 
one lip, hanging around the pool 
room corner? Is that fellow actu- 
ally the average American youth? 
Is pool the only athletic game be- 
sides football that high school 
superintendents encourage? 

I quote the director of physical 
education of the University of Illi- 
nois: “Physical education and rec- 
reational features have been in- 
adequate possibly because of in- 
adequate time, facilities and lead- 
ership.” 

Time on whose part? Leader- 
ship on whose part? Facilities on 
whose part? 

I never saw the athletic director 
or the superintendent of a high 
school’ (or a high school class) 


~that didn’t have enough time! All 


the facilities. you need are a gym- 
nasium or a front yard! And as 
for leadership, that is up to the 
superintendents to supply.

My Day -o- 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

T tne other evening I attended 

the annual meeting of the Dis- 

trict of Columbia Graduate 
Nurses’ Association. It was my 
first meeting with the head of the 
student cadet corps, which is at 
present attracting a great many 
young people to the nursing serv- 
ice. At the end of the meeting, I 
presented the student reserve pins 
and the awards to the schools of 
nursing which have 100 per cent 
enrollment in the student reserve. 

There were more than 300 nurses 
in the procession which entered 
the hall at the beginning of the 
evening. Recognition was given 
to the Nurses’ Aide Corps, which 
is now becoming such an impor- 
tant factor in the care of civilians, 
and even in military hospitals in 
the United States. I noticed 
nurses’ aides at the Walter Reed 
Hospital the other day, and the 
doctors praised their work very 
highly. ‘ 
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Both the cadet corps nurses and 
the nurses’ aides, while they may 
not intend to make nursing their 
profession, will find themselves 
better able to cope with illnesses 
which arise in their own homes in 
the future. They will be much 
more valuable as citizens in a 
community, because they will un- 
derstand the great variety of 
health questions which come up in 
every community, and will” bring 
their weight to bear in creating 
public opinion. 

At noon yesterday I went to 
speak at Miner’s Teachers College 
in Howard University. This is a 
four-year teachers training course 
and was established by Mr, Miner 
as a two-years normal school 
course for teachers. The stand- 
ards have grdually been raised un- 


til now the girls and men attend- 
ing this college take a four-year 
course, . 

This year, of couse, there are 
comparatively few men students, 
most of them being in the Army. 
I was a guest of the Beta Lambda 
Chapter of the Alpha Kappa Al- 
pha Sorority. The dean of the 
college greeted me on arrival and 
they had an hour’s assembly, dur- 
ing which I spoke and there was 
some very good singing. Then 
there was a short reception at 
which the various heads of activi- 
ties which are carried on in the 
college spoke explaining the work 
of their groups. 
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There is nothing more impértant 
to the colored people at the pres- 
ent time than the caliber of the 
teachers who will go out to the 
rural schools and into the city 
schools of our country. There is, 
of course, a greater responsibility 
on the teachers to enter into the 
community life. They will help to 
change the pattern in food habits 
and in child care. Even in the 
city there is a great deal that a 
teacher can do in’‘her contacts 
with parents as well as with chil- 
dren. This holds good, I think, 
whether you teach in a school for 
white children or for colored chil- 
dren.

Suggestions 
In Regard to 
Opening Lead

N many cases the opening lead- 
[ can tell that it may be vital 

to retain the lead, and that be- 
ing so, his best course is to lay 
down an ace, or a king from an 
ace-king combination. This is par- 
ticularly apt when the bidding has 
disclosed a secondary suit in the 
opponents’ hands, which may pro- 
vide discarding opportunity. en, 
however, the leader has three 
suits securely controlled, his lead 
should aim at the establishment of 
tricks rather than the immediate 
cashing of other tricks which re- 
quire no setting up. For example:

North should have been too well 
pleased with four spades doubled 
to risk a redouble, and his follow- 
ing five spade call was a distinct 
stretch. However, thanks to West's 
opening lead, the five spade con- 
tract was fulfilled. 

West was so shortsighted as to 
lay down the king of diamonds— 
“to take a look” as he afterward 
expressed it. He got the look, but 
he never had another chance to 
defeat the contract! At the second 
trick he hastily shifted to the king 
of hearts, but in vain. Declarer 
won, drew two rounds of trumps, 
then led the diamond queen 
through West. The latter covered 
—it would have done him no good 
to duck—and dummy ruffed. De- 
clarer re-entered his hand with e 
trump, cashed the diamond jack, 
discarding dummy’s remaining 
heart, then led his singleton club. 
The club ace was the second and 
last trick for the defense. 

It is obvious enough that the re- 
sult would have been vastly differ- 
ent if West had applied a little 
more logic and imagination to his 
opening lead selection. What was 
the hurry about cashing diamond 
tricks? Whatever defensive tricks 
existed in that suit could not get 
away. Heart tricks, however, 
would have to be established by 
driving out the ace, which presum- 
ably was held by the enemy. West 
could open the heart king and still 
have two controls in the syjit, 
which was considerably more than 
could be said for the lead of the 
diamond king.

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St. Louisan Tells How He and Aid 


Discovered Cause of Seasickness 


It is generally known that the 
cause of seasickness is motion and 
that the usual ultimate effect is 
nausea, but when Lt. Comdr. Rob- 
ert S. Schwab of St. Louis, a naval 
medical officer, began to study the 
subject at the United States Naval 
Hospital at Boston two years ago 
no one could say just what 
physiological disturbance lay be- 
tween the rocking and the retch- 
ing. 

Comdr. Schwab, here to visit his 
parents, Dr. and Mrs. Sidney 
Schwab, Old Jamestown road, 
near Florissant, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter today that he and 
his associate, Lt. Comdr. H. D. 
Goehring, believe they have found 
out what it is that makes some 
people become ill on ships, air- 
planes, automobiles or street cars. 
And, he said, discovery of a rem- 
edy—which would be of consider- 
able wartime value—may not be 
far off. 

At the suggestion of Comdr. 
Schwab, an X-ray examination of 
numerous chronically seasick pa- 
tients was made by Comdr. Goehr- 
ing. Study of the plates revealed 
that all had one common char- 
acteristic. In each case the muscle 
which controls the flow of fluid 
from the lower edge of the stom- 
ach into the smal] intentines was 


closed. This block meéant that 
each sufferer had, in Comdr. 
Schwab’s term, “a one-way stom- 
ach.” ° 

This observation led Comdr. 
Schwab: to the further and 
nificant discovery that protracted 
motion weakens the nerve that 
controls the action of the pylorus 
muscle. The result is, he _ ex- 
plained, “food and drink can leave 
the stomach in only one direction 
—up.” The familiar seasick reme- 
dies, he added, are just an added 
burden on the blocked stomach.

induce seasickness in test caseg. 
“Any man whwu can take 20 min- 
utes in that swing is a sailor,” 
he said. The swinging is followed 
by an X-ray examination of the 
patient’s stomach. If he is suffer- 
ing from chronic, not merely tem- 
porary seasickness, the examina- 
tion will show the pylorus closed 
and the entrance to the small in- 
testines blocked, Comdr. Schwab 
said his test will spot a malingerer 
in a jiffy. 

The reaction of chronically sea- 
sick sailors in battle and during 
other moments of stress and excite- 
ment has suggested a possible 
remedy for seasickness, Comdr. 
Schwab pointed out. Even the 
chronic sufferers, he said, find

gests, he said, that adrenalin, 
pumped into the blood in large 
quantities at such times, may be 
found effective in restoring reluc- 
tant pylorus muscles to their nor- 
mal function.
